With only a scant minority of the 
Ways and means committee support- 
{ng it, the bill of Representative Hoop- 
er Alexander to place a tax on mo- 
tion picture theaters, soft drinks and 
checks was voted down Thursday aft- 
ernoon at a session called to begin 
weeding out a variety of revenue-rais- 
ing measures which have been offered 
during the special session. 

Both the soft drink and theater tax 


* were originally included in the amend- 


ed general tax bill but were stricken 
out by the committee during the early 
days of the session. Representative 
Alexander, who had sponsored the 
bill to put a tax on written checks, 
then introduced a separate bill to 
include so-called luxuries and nego- 
tiable instruments. _ : 

The house bad, at its morning ses- 
sion, continued debate on the new 
Boykin income tax act, devoting prac- 
tically the entire session to discus- 
gion of an amendment which would 
cut the maximum-rate on net incomes 
in excess of $5,000 to.2 per cent. The 
house finally rejected the amendment, 
retaining the existing rate haged on a 
graduated scale of 1 to 5 per cent. 

The senate, after a week of debate 
disposed of all pending motor bus and 
truck legislation and paved the way 
for action on the Weetern & Atlantic 
railroad rental bill which received 
committee approval Wednesday after 
an amendment, directing that 50 per 
cent of the rental yield go to the 
schools and that they share in the oth- 
er 50 per cent on a prorate basis 
with the institutions and pensioners. 

Amendment Comment. 

Friends of the common _ schools 
took occasion Thursday to deny that 
they had suggested the Goode amend- 
ment, which gives them 50 pér cent 
plus a pro rata share in the balance, 
or that they expected the assembly to 
accord the schools any preferential 
treatment. 

Superintendent M. L. Duggan, ask- 
ed about the amendment, . expressed 
himself as appreciative of the inter- 
est of the senate in boosting the 
amount which the schools would re- 
ceive but at the same time insisted 
that he recognized the serious situa- 
tion at Milledgeville and Alto and 
also the plight of the pensioners, The 
state’s school head explained that he 
only wanted the schools to be treated 
as fairly, in proportion to their emer- 
gency, as the other institutions. 

Report of the Battle-Allen _ bill, 
approved by a vote of 16 to 4 after 
the amendment had been adopted, was 
delayed Thursday due to the absence, 
during the period for receiving com- 
mittee reports, of Senator. George W. 
Lankford, committee chairman, from 
the chamber. 

It was filed with the secretary of 
the senate, however. and if not called 
. >» on second reading today, under 
unanimous consent agreement, will ne- 
be reached for debate until Tuesday 
of next week. 

Motor Carrier Bills. 

While the senate anticipates action 
ca the rental bill, the house has three 
bills, including one approved by the 
senate Thursday, dealing with motor 
ear.iers. One, approved in the sen-<te 
Wednesday, gulating busses and 
trucks, was Thursday sent to the rail- 
road committee of the house, where 
it will be considered next week. 

The bill adopted Thursday, which 
will come to the house today, deals 
srita size, weight, speed and other 
reguiations applying to busses and 
trucks for hire. It is a committee 
substitute for one introduced carly in 
the session by Senator Whaley and 
is a companion measure to the Myrick 
bill, designed to strengthen and clari- 
fy the existing motor carrier act 
passed in 1929, which the senate a>- 
proved the day before.

LEA IS PICTURED

Officer of Closed Institu- 
tion Tells of Heavy Bor- 
rowings and Unusual 
Book Entries.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Feb. 19.—(#) 
Colonel Luke Lea, publisher, soldier, 
political and social lion, was pictured 
today by a bank cashier as a kiter 
of checks for millions and one who 
used his ipfluence to obtain heavy 
state deposits which he borrowed be- 
fore the bank collapsed. 


In calm tones, W. S.. Chappell, 
cashier of the broken Liberty Bank 
and Trust Company, a young wiry 
man, told the legislative committee 
investigating state affairs resulting 
from the loss of state moneys in bank 
failures, that his bank went out on 


cause of operations of Colonel Lea and 
R. BE. Donnell, president, who ecom- 
mitted suicide after the crash of last 
November. 

Investigators and spectators sat 
glued in their seats as this $280 a 
month cashier unfolded his story. He 
declared he had been fired as cashier 
and made cashier in name only at 
$75 a month because Colonel Lea and 
Mr. Donnell did not like his bucking 
against their methods. 

“The basis of’ my objections was 
mp Lea’s ay he declared. “It 
wasn t uncommon for a check for $50,- 
000 to be drawn without any funds 
being to the account. Colonel Lea’s 
account never was overdraw becatse 
his checks were not charged against 
him if there were no funds and fre- 
quently cashier's checks were issued 
against the uncollected funds.” 

Asked what would be the aggregate 
of that kind of business in a month 
he said: 

“It wonld be hard to estimate by 
the month, but it would run. into 
millions of dollars during the year.” 

‘Did | he’ ever engage in kiting 
checks?” asked Attorney Joe V. Wil- 
liams, of committee counsel. 

‘That’s what.I call kiting checks,” 
replied the cashier. 

The witness said that when the 
bank was organized with a capital 
stock of $100,000 it had small state 
funds but that in 1929 the state de- 
Sap gradually began to grow from 

25.000 up to as high as $450,000.

EMILY WOODWARD 
SCORES DRY LAW, 
STATE CONDITIONS 


Pauperized Schools and 
Debacle of Banks Cited 
in Speech at Georgia 
Press Institute. 


ATHENS, Ga., Feb. 19.—()— 
The Georgia Press Institute Thursday 
night was told by Miss Emily Wood- 
ward, editor of the Vienna News and 
former president of the Georgia Press 
Association, “we editors are grossly 
neglecting a grave obligation.” 

“IT do not like to sound a pessimis- 
tic note on this happy occasion,” Miss 
Woodward said, “but. I cannot be a 
grinning optimist when, serious re- 
sponsibility confronts me, and unless 
my vision is blurred by a distorted 
mind and spirit,- we in Georgia and 
America are on the threshold of what 
may easily prove to be another "tragic 
e 


Miss Woodward referred to a per- 
nicious ‘tariff, ‘conceived and execut- 
ed to fatten purses.” 

She declared the prohibition law 
had made of America “into a nation 
of bootleggers and lawbreakers, a 
nation whose power is being rapidly 
delegated to the leaders of the under- 
world, bootleggers, murderers, thieves 
and thugs.” . 

“Do not misunderstand me, No 
one would be happier to see the Unit- 
ed States freed from the curse of 
drunkenness than I. I truly abhor 
its influence, but under the present 
plan we have merely substituted the 
speakeasy and the blind tiger for the 
saloon, the bootlegger and rum-runner 
for the barkeeper.” 

Politicians, who “stimulated by 
highbalis and gin fizzes, cast bone 
dry ballots and make eloquent dry 
speeches,” were cited as an outgrowth 
of the prohibition law. 

“We have hypocrisy, the mother of 
a multitude of evils,” said Miss Wood- 
ward, “in high places and low, 

“And what of our courts? What 
of justice. Blind? Yes. And about 
deaf and dumb‘ as well, I do not 
charge.that all who practice in our 
courts are thus degraded but I do 
say that day by day honest lawyers 
and unimpjeachablé judges are grow- 
ing more and more lonely in the cir- 
cle of their profession. 

“The yellow god which has been de- 
clared the root of all evil, is prosti- 
tuting government courts and pulpits 
—even the minister is finding it diffi- 
cult, since religion has been organized 
on a business basis, to stick to his 
simple shepherdly duties and Christ- 
like humility under the influence of 
fat pay checks, ... 

“Consider some of the things that 
are happening in Georgia as a re- 
sult of our putting material advance- 
ment before spiritual during these re- 
cent years. 

“What has our indifference and 
blind selfishness -brought us to in 

eorgia. Look.at our pauperized state 
institutions struggling and begging for 
maintenance all the time, 

“Look at the debacle of Georgia’s 
banking . institutions. -What more 
soul-stirring tragedy could be = un- 
folded than that which has been en- 
acted in. Georgia in recent years. Few, 
if any of us, have escaped a part in 
the many devastating episodes of this 
tragedy, for the scenes ‘have been laid 
in almost every county in the state, 

“If you have followed the thread of 
this story closely you have not failed 
to read between the lines, the human 
pathos which has been abundantly 
present—widdws, orphans, .the aged 
and afflicted bereft of her life’s sac- 
ings or inheritance, 

“And, boldly written through the 
whole serial is the influence of that 
conscienceless and merciless Mephisto 
~ the tragedy—cheap and dirty poli- 
ies. 

Miss Woodward called attention to 
the status of the public schools which 
stfe said had been “forced to the sad 
and shameful role of mendicants,” 
and that of the state university, which 
she said “because of the disgraceful 
system of lobbying, must needs subject 
its representatives to the indignity of 
currying favor with politicians to get 
even the inadequate support it now 
obtains.

Governor Sampson, of Ken- 
tucky, stands against dunkerism and 
all that it implies,-and suggests that 
the south adopt-as its national dish 
the burgoo, so often the subject of 
Kentucky Ed Danforth’s boast. 

But Governor Carlton, of Florida, 
in a smashing burst of logic and elo- 
quence, swept Governor Huey Long's 
spurious contentions into the discard. 
Governor Carlton went back to King 
Cole and on past that, historic figure 
to Biblical utterances. He quotes 
Elijah on the subject of pottage and 
meal, now called cornbread. The Flor- 
ida governor regards a split in south- 
ern democracy preferable to a sur- 
render to the dunkers, who are under- 
mining southern traditions. by sapping 
from within.

Purehase of the Standard building, 
formerly known as the McGlawn- 
Bowen building, by Florida capital 
was announced Thursday. The 11- 
story office structure located at the 
southeast corner of Luckie and Fair- 
lie streets was bought by the Penin- 
sula Holding and Investment Com- 
pany from the Franklin Securities 
Company.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—(UP)— 
Opposition of dry democrats apepared 
tonight to have discouraged hopes of 
some party leaders for a definite pro- 
nouncement on prohibition at the 
meeting of the democratic national 
committee here March 5. 

Indications now are that the ques- 
tion will lig over until the national 
convention*next year, with widespread 
discussion meantime. 

Those dominating the party machin- 
ery now are convinced that the dem- 
ocrats must stand for a change. Their 
reasoning is that’ President Hoover 
is committed against repeal and will 
bid chiefly for dry votes, and that 
this gives the democrats an opportuni- 
ty to appeal to large states like New 
York, Illinois and Ohio, where anti- 
prohibition sentiment appeared t 
dominate the polls last November. 
This reasoning presupposes the south 
will vote the democratic ticket under 
any circumstances except those in- 
yolving réligion. 

The only question in the minds of 
party managers now is one of how 
best to go at their objective. John 
J. Raskob, chairman of the democratic 
national committee, favors outright 
repeal of the eighteenth amendment. 
It is thought by many democrats that 
he originally fayored threshing. out 
the prohibition issue at the coming 
méeting of the national committee 
so that the controversy would be out 
of the way before the presidential 
campaign opened. — ; 

Some. others, however, anti-prohi- 
bitionists as well as drys, have argued 
that ‘party. séntiment m not yet 
erystaliized and that it: would. be a 
muateee to some the - i pork 
petially since fhe national committe 
could not Sind the - national con véen- 
tion by any declaration of policy. . 

One of these, favored by some anti- 
prohibition leaders, including Senator 
Robert F, Wagner, democrat, New 
York, calls in effect for a national 
referendum. ‘This would contemplate 
adoption by the national convention 
of a platform advocating submission 
of the issue to the states by urgin 
congress to submit.a proposed amend- 
ment to the constitution repealing the 
eighteenth amendment. Wagner, for 
instance, while for repeal of the 
amerdment,.is not insistent upon the 
errvention attempting to tell the 
states how they should vote in event 
repeal is submitted. Governor Albert 
C. Ritchie, of Maryland, is understood 
to hold much the same view. 

A referendum by this means was in- 
dorsed by various members of the 
Wiekersham commission, including 
Chairman Wickersham and one of 
the dryest commissioners, Judge Wil- 
liam S. Kenyon.

First we. shall hoid municipal elec- 
tions, then provincial elections, and 
finally legislative elections, the. last 
of constituent character, with — the 
greatest of impartiality and liberality. 

The constituent cortes (constitu- 
tional’ assembly) will be bicameral, 
because the history of parliamentarism 
shows that the ‘single chamber is al- 
ways inciuned to. the abuse: of: power. 
I consider it necessary that the cham- 
ber of deputies should be subject to 
check by the senate. : 

The constituent parliament will be 
able to revise, renew and reform all 
the. articles of the constitution, and 
democratize the monarchical institu- 
tion, but always within the law. 

The basis of our government: pro- 


gram is‘a deep regard for liberty and: 


absolute respect for the law. We have 
come to place.ourselves at the service 
of our country and the. monarchy, and 
follow the spirit of pacification  al- 
‘tered during the last few berg a 
conciliafing but energetic policy when 
‘it was a question of maintaining pub- 
lie order.

We shall proceed to the revision of 
decrees and laws of dictatorship, but 
we shall not sweep them away alto- 
gether because some of them have. re- 
ceived the support of the economic 
forces of the country.

The main 
difference, of course, is that we 
interpret it as meaning that 480,-

and British troops in the course. 
of four months. General Pershing 
admits no such obligation and 
does not conceal the fact that he 
disapproves of the policy. 

A second and minor difference 
is that, while the British gov- 
ernment qtite agrees as to the 
propriety of ultimately withdraw- 
ing American’ troops brigaded 
with the French and British so 
as to form an American army, 
they do not think. this process 
could or ought.to be attempted 
until the end of the season for 
active operations this year draws 
to its close, say in October or 
November.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—(>)— 
The limited use of wire tapping by 
* all justice department enforcement 


agencies—including the prohibition | 


bureau—was approved today by At- 
torney-General Mitchell. 

He told the house expenditures 
committee of a new wire tapping or- 
der issued on January 19, four days 
after the committee adopted a resolu- 
tion ordering its present inquiry into 
practice. 

Before that time, Mitchell said, a 
bureau of investigation regulation had 
prohibited wire tapping and agents 
who violated the rule were subject to 
dismissal. The prohibition bureau, 
however, had no such regulation. 

In his new order, the attorney-gen- 
eral told an assistant, G. Aaron 
Youngquist, that “the present condi- 
tion in the department cannot con- 
tinue.” He instructed that wire tap- 
ping be permitted only in “specific 
cases” after it had been approved by 
the head of the bureau involved and 
the assistant attorney-general .n 
charge. 

“Tl was not prepared on January 19 
to lay down an ironclad rule and I 
am not prepared to do that now,” he 
told the committee. Prohibition Di- 
rector Woodcock subsequently ap- 
proved the new regulation. 

“Has wire tapping in any particu- 
lar case been approved by the prohi- 
bition bureau since that order?” Rep- 
resentative Montet, democrat, Louis- 
jana, asked. 

“Yes, in three cases,’ Youngquist 
replied. “I approved three in the ab- 
sence of Mr. Woodcock.” 

Representative Schafer, republican, 
Wisconsin, an anti-prohibitionist, was 
author of the committee resolution 
which brought the investigation.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—@)— 
Testimony that retail prices of beef 
have increased during the past 11 
years while the wholesale prices have 
declined today concluded the senates 
investigation of food costs. 

The. committee received a mass of 
statistics at its final session, how- 
ever, showing the prices of meats, 
both wholesale and retail, *have de- 
clined sharply during the past two 
years. : 

Despite this decline, the figures in- 
dicated the disparity between whole- 
sale and retail prices is greater than 
ever before. 

The only witness representing the 
retailers, David Van Gelder, of the 
National Retail Meat Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation, testified the cause of this dis- 
parity is due to higher overhead costs 
and the consumers’ demand -for bet- 
ter meats, 

Declaring the producers are getting 
a smaller. percentage of the consum- 
ers’ dollar than in past years, F. E. 
Mollin, secretary of the American Na- 
tional Livestock Association, *blamed 
chain stores for increasihg the mar- 
keting costs of meat and preventing 
declines in retail prices. 

As the hearings ended Chairman 
Capper said the testimony indicated 
bread prices are too high and milk 
and meat prices are higher than they 
should be in some’ cities. 

There was nothing to show sugar 
prices are out of line, however, he 
added. 

The committee chairman said a re- 
port would be submitted by the end 
of next week. 


NEW SPANISH LEADERS 


PARIS, Feb. 19.—()—Jean Par- 
mentier, noted French economist who

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THE BONUS LOAN ACT. 

The enactment of the bonus loan 
bill, even over the president’s veto, 
will give great joy to millions of 
the people who are eager to get a 
billion and three-quarters of addi- 
tional money into active circulation. 

The result is sure to be a con- 
siderable impetus to retail trade 
' throughout every county of the na- 
tion, in Canada and every other for- 
eign country into which parts of 
the banus loans will go. ‘The in- 
dividual loans, however, will aver- 
age so low as to prove of but tem- 
porary benefit to the veteran bor- 
rowers. That fact will most likely 
be unfortunate for many of them,

THE SMALL LOAN AID. 
It is interesting to note how many 
of the state legislatures are consid- 
ering measures to safely and rea- 
sonably afford the people the bene- 
fits of the small loan business. 


There is general agreement that 
the making of small loans, common- 
ly under $3600 and averaging $150 
the country over, cannot be trusted 
to the option and extortions of un- 
regulated individuals or associations. 
The legislative desire is to encour- 
age such loans, give them legal 
Status and regulation, and protect 
the necessitous small borrower from 
harsh and rapacious exactions. 

There are several millions of 
hard-working and  honest-hearted 
persons, principally employed heads 
of families, who fall into emer- 
gencies when they must have quick 
and bearable small loans of cash. 
They cannot borrow. from regular 
banks because of bank rules and be- 
cause they cannot furnish the se- 
curity or collaterals required by 
banking laws or customs. 

Because the expenses to the lend- 
ers of making and collecting a multi- 
plicity of small loans it is recognized 
that the interest rate allowed upon 
such loans must be larger than 
upon normal bank loans. There has 
come to pass a concensus among 
state legislators that the permissive 
rate shall be reasonable for both the 
lenders and the borrowers. But 
there is no standard rate prevailing 
throughout the states. The inter- 
est allowed varies from 1 1-2 to 
3 1-2 per cent, supposedly adjusted 
by considerations of the class of 
borrowers in particular states. 

Most of the legislation-now in- 
cubating is for the purpose of licens- 
ing, chartering and stabilizing the 
small loan business, to allow terms 
to the lenders that will justly en- 
courage them to make such loans 
and recompense them for doing. so, 
and to make it as easy and economi- 
cal as possible for honest men and 
women to obtain such needed loans. 

The principal purpose of pending 
legislation seems to be the suppres- 


sharks,” those unscrupulous charac- 
ters who enmesh a needy borrower 
in their deceptive contracts and 
then squeeze them in the most op- 
pressive and exhausting ways, often 
to the victims’ utter impoverish- 
ment. Such sharks are under the 
ban of all honest people and it is 
a wholesome sign to note the gen- 
eral movement in the legislatures 
to harness and penalize them. 

The small loan business, honest- | 
ly conducted, is a very necessary 
element in our present economic 
conditions and deserves to be prop- 
erly regulated and protection of the 
law given mutually to borrower and 
lender. 


THE NEW POSTOFFICE. 

The addition made by the federal 
budget to the construction funds for 
the new Atlanta postoffice building, 
bringing the to near 
$3,000,000 is very welcome news. 
There has been all along a feeling

ment public building arbiters have 
not been as considerate of Atlanta’s 
needs as the importance of the city 
deserves.

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Jiu-Jitsu 
In Germany. 


Adolph Hitler has been advised that 
his opponents are henceforth prepared 
to strike back every time his “Nazis” 
commit some excess. The head of the 
“Reichsbanner,” the organization of 
republican ex-soldiers, Herr Hoersing, 
explains the meaning of this ulti- 
matum to Hitler as follows: “As the 
Reichsbanner has at least 10 times 
as many organized members as the 
storm detachments of the Nazis, we 
need only make a selection of our 
younger members in all districts. 
These are most carefully trained and 
equipped for defense against national- 
socialist and communist attacks and 
attempts to disturb our meetings. 
These selected younger members have 
all received careful jiu-jitsu training, 
and a number of them have been pre- 
pared by former officers to act as 
leaders. 


With regard to the secret of Feb- 
ruary 22, the organizing body of the 
Reichsba nner had instructed heads of 
all sections and subsections through- 
out the reich to complete training by 
that date, and this is why I said that 
we should be ready on February 22 to 
render civil war impossible. We are 
not, as the Nazis say, preparing for 
civil war, but we are adopting every 
conceivable méasure to enable us to 
suppress immediately any attempt to: 
provoke civil war. As a sign that 
our preparations are concluded, we 
have arranged for 32 great processions 
on the 22d, ending in high open-air 
gatherings in as many chief centers 
throughout the reich, and this demon- 
stfation will prove to the German 
public that there is not the slightest |

These are the principal questions 
which will occupy the activities of 
the new government. 

Nobody can deny that the king 
showed the greatest spirit of concilia- 
tion by not placiffg any difficulties in 
the way of the negotiations of Sanchez 
Guerra with the extreme left. This 
is loyally recognized by Guerra. 

The king is not in the slightest re- 
sponsible for the failure of the at- 
tempt to form a frankly radical gov- 
ernment of the left. It was only in 
the face of the impossibility of form- 
ing it that he provided the present 
solution of the crisis. 

Has People’s Support. 

The government can depend upon 
the support of the vast majority of 
the people. I sincerely affirm, with a 
full knowledge of the facts, that there 
is nothing that seriously affects the 
monarchy. 

When the anti-monarchists see our 
liberal policy and our sincere desire 
to hold clean and free elections they 
will necessarily moderate the violence 
of their attitude and Spain will enter 
upon an era of tranquillity and ef- 
ficacious work.

— By Robert Quillen —— 


There-is no such thing as a born crimindl. 

Much investigation has established the fact that the children of crimi- 
nal parents usually come to some bad end, but their misfortune cannot 
be accepted as proof of inherent evil. No man knows what they might 
have been if they had developed in a better environment. To suspect 
them of criminal tendencies because their parents were outlaws és no 
more reasonable than the assumption that a boy should prefer sleeping 
in the day time because his father was a night watchman. 

The common belief that the stupid and the weak-minded are pre- 
disposed to crime is equally absurd. . They are easily led into crime by 
criminal associates, but they are as easily led into prayer meeting if the 
people they know and: admire are devout and decent. 

As a matter of fact, much of the world’s woe is caused by the fact 
that so many of the stupid are on. the side of righteousness. Well- 
meaning lunatics are the chief handicap of every good cause—and crime 
continues to flourish because the men who engage in it have wit enough 
to escape capture. 

Never yet have men of science found one iota of evidence to indi- 
cate that stupidity predisposes boys and girls to crime any more than it 
predisposes them to attend Sunday school. 

It is environment that determines destiny. 

Nearly all petty criminals are fiear-morons, but they drift into crime 
because they were born nad reared in the midst of poverty and petty 
crime. 

Take them from their native squalor while they are infants and estab- 
lish them in some rural village where religion is the chief interest of the 
people and the last one of them will join the church before he is grown. 

An investigator recently completed a study of many cities and an- 
nounced the discovery that each had one small district in whieh 85 per 
cent of its crime originated. People who moved out of the district be- 
came good citizens; people who moved in became criminals. 

Sufficient proof that environment alone makes character is afforded 
by the records of any decently managed orphanage. 

One such institution, supported by a fraternal organization, accepted 
children of all ages and all degsees of intelligence and dismissed them 
at the age of 18, keeping in touch with them thereafter for a @eriod of 
ten years. 

Eleven hundred girls and more than two thousand boys were sent 
out from that training school, and all but 28 survived the decade of 
oom and temptation without “going wrong” or in any way violating the 
aw. 

Some day our statesmen will learn that the prevention of crime is 
cheaper than the brutal business of punishing criminals, and then every 
child in the land will be given a fair chance to absorb decency from its 
environment.

Stating that there has never been 
a published history of the state of 
Georgia “sin.2 the beginning of time,” 


William W. Brewton, speaking before |

Mr. Brewton asserted that all his- 
tories in existence now are incom- 
plete or inaccurate insofar as Georgia 
is concerned. 

“In 1983 Georgia celebrates her sec- 
ond centennial, when there is to be a 
notable gathering of people at Savan- 
nah, and it is my opinion that & com- 
prehensive work should be ready by 
that time,” he said, 

“There is today, as there always 
has been, a radical, fundamental dif- 
ference between the civilization of} 
the south and that of the north, east 
and west,” he averred, “yet strange 
as it may seem, due to our own neg- 
lect, our very own civilization is in- 
terpreted to the world only by those 
who neither know it nor could un- 
derstand it. The books of today give 
the south merit only as the south ap- 
pears to be ‘changing. Some may 
know of some modern book’ that treats 
of the valuable things of the south 
without apology, or condescension, or 
petting, or some form of weak self-an- 
nihilating phraseology; but if they 
do, they are more fortunate than 1. 

“T say the culture of the south is 
not in the books and it is because 
we have failed to put it there,” he 
continued.

Tuberculosis Association Sees 


Control of Scourge by 1940 


Control of tuberculosis by 1940 
through a program that combines edu- 
cation and social service with clinical 
and hospital treatment, was the in- 
spiriting prediction uttered Thursday 
afternoon at the annual meeting of 
the Atlanta Tuberculosis Association. 


The meeting was the first to be 
held in the new home of the associa- 
286 Forrest avenue, and 
brought expressions of enthusiasm 
over that circumstance. P. E. Glenn, 
president of the association, reported 
the building to be clear of debt, and 
an equity of $2,000 held in the struc- 
ture next door, with rentals from the 
latter sufficient to retire notes due. 


Robert K. Ratbo, a leader in ac- 
tivities of the association 
was elected president to succeed Mr. 
Glenn, and Dr. MeIntosh M. Burns, 
former president of the borough board 
of education, was elected head of 
the medical staff. 

Record for Year. 


A record of 2,927 patients treated 
in the clinics of the association last 
year, of 1,715 families under cate and 
observation, and of literature for 
health education distributed to 112,- 
758 persons, was revealed in the out- 
line of the year’s work. Thirty cases 
were reported cured. 


This record was largely possible, 
Mr. Glenn said, by the services of a 
medical staff of 44 physicians, which 
were given free in operation of 1,079 
clinics. Eight nurses made 13,162 
visits to homes menaced by the plague, 
carrying the message of hygiene and 
of hope for sufferers.

Dr. Charles H: Herty, nationally 
known, chemist, who has since 1930 
pointed out that there is no question 
in his mind that Georgia can have a 
great industry in the manufacture of 
all sorts of white paper, including 
newsprint, spoke of the difficulties 
which must be overcome before such 
a promise can be fulfilled and warned 
against overoptimism on the part 
of many now concerned in such an 
enterprise. . 

Dr. Herty said in part: 

“There is no question in my mind 
about the fact that Georgia can have 
a great industry in the manufacture 
of all sorts of white paper, including 
newsprint from its pines, but it is 
no easy road to reach such a goal. 
We are prone to be too optimistic 
and ea sume too much from mere 
preliminary announcements, however 
important these may be. 


“T base these statements on a study 
of newspaper clippings which have 
reached me from Georgia and _ all 
parts of the south since October 29, 
1930, when I made public for the first 
time in Atlanta the fact that young 
pines which contain but little resin 
can be readily pulped by the sulphate 
process just as in the ease of the 
spruce of the United. States and Can- 
ada, and that such pulp can_ be 
bleached with equal readiness as that 
from the spruce. These clippings 
would lead one to believe that a white 
paper industry is already here. 


“On the contrary, through my con- 
tacts in the north, I know that there 
is a strong resistance on the part of 
paper manufacturers, for it is a sée- 
rious question to transplant an in- 
dustry which necessitates so great 
capital and whose machinery is ill 
adapted for shipping from one part 
of the country to another. Further- 
more, paper manufacturers are not 
at war among themselves and they, 
too, have felt the stress of hard times, 
like all other industries. 

“Finally, we have an altogether 
too inadequate knowledge of the be- 
havior of our four distinct species 
of pines to put forward any convinc- 
ing argument’ to paper manufactur- 
ers in the north. Such facts must 
be gotten through systematic research, 
and while such research is going on 
the destruction of young pines, such 
as has been going on since January 
1, will have to be overcome through 
the education of our people as to the 
great wealth they are annually de- 
stroying. But while the path is long 
I am confident of the ultimate suc- 
cessful outcome of this movement and 
in this work every forward-looking 


citizen of Georgia should join hands.” 4

Trachoma Clinic in Bainbridge — 
Will Be Opened by U.S. Today 


BAINBRIDGE, Ga., Feb. 19.— 

(P)—A clinic for the. study of tra- 
choma, an eye infection, will be held 
here Friday and Safarday by rep- 
resentatives of the Unit States pub- 
lie health service. 
* Laboratory experiments and fiéld 
study of the disease will be discussed 
at the clinic. Friday will be devoted 
largely to diagnosing and checking up 
patients examined by Dr. Ida Beng- 
ston, research worker. of the public 
health service. Operative cases will 
receive attention Saturday. 

Dr, BE. C. Rice, surgeoqn from the 
United States public health service 
hospital at Rolla, Mo., is due here 
tomorrow. 

Dr. -Bengston says an effort has 
been made to learn if the trachoma 
reported in this section is similar to 
the trachoma found in other parts of 
the country. 

“In general,” Dr, Bengston said, 
“it appears that the Georgia type 
may be a milder form ofthe disease 
than that occurring in certain other 


parts of the country for the reason 
}that a higher percentage of ~ cases 
have been found in the lower grades 
of: the schools studied. It may be 
that the disease is one which may be 
overcome as the child grows older. 
“On the other hand there have been 
found a certain number of typically 
chronic cases and some cases of - 
ness resulting from the disease which 
make it appear that true trachoma 
with the possibility of its causing per- 
manent damage to the vision. does oc- 
cur and that many of the other cases 
may develop into the chronic type 
warrants a serious ¢onsideration of 
the problem.

Players at other tables were too en- 
grossed in their own particular prob- 
lems in the duplicate contract tourna- 
ment to bother with outside troubles, 
bat the deuce-trey controversy almost 
promised physical combat at its cli- 
max. 

Sidney Lenz, former national ping 
pons champion, and William McKen- 
ny, secretary of the American Bridge 
League and one-time national - pool 
champion, devéloped the heat over the 
relative merits of deuces and treys, 
which, .as everybody knows, are the 
lowest cards in any bridge deck. 

Sir Derrick Wernher, international 
bridge expert, entered in the competi- 
tion, explained the rise of argument 
in terms which were of little use to 
the ordinary layman whose arguments 
generally are restricted to trumping of 


partner’s ace and “second hand low, 
fourth hand high.” 

“Bridge has a language all its own,” 
the expert said. “Cards are. symbols. 
When the player played a deuce (two- 
spot), it was a sign to his partner to 
change suit, whereas a trey (three- 
spot) would be a signal to continue 
the suit; which was what should have 
been. done.” 

Past national champions in other 
lines apparently shift their activities 
toward bridge titles in later years.

MILLIONAIRE DIES 


IN GLIDER CRASH 


NEW YORK, Feb. 19.—(?)— 
From inkstands to Icarus proved a 
path of death today for Emry Davis, 
78-year-old millionaire. 

Davis, a retired inkstand manufac- 
turer, was killed when a glider with 
wings like a bird’s, -which he had 
spent two years designing and build- 
ing in secret, crashed 50 feet at Roose- 
velt field on its maiden flight.

Adopt Major Rules. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Feb, 19. 


(/)—Southern Association of Baseball 
Writers today. voted to adopt the ma- 
jor lengue rule regarding sacrifice fly 
balls, to follow the former custom of 
awarding games won and lost to 
pitchers, and protested against the 
practice of Southern leagtie directors 
in holding closed meetings. 

The resolution on closed meetings 
follows. The Southern Association of 
Sports Writers in convention at Chat- 
tanooga’ February 19, 1931, do here- 
by emphatically protest against the 
action of President Jobn D. Martin 
in systematically barring newspaper- 
men from every session in which 
Southern league owners or directors 
gather. If directors insist that Presi- 
dent Martin take such action, south- 
ern sports writers desire to protest 
against such tactics. 

We realize there are certain mat- 
ters which owners and directors must 
discuss in executive session. To such 
sessions sports ‘writers would never 
seek admission. But in too many in- 
stances newspapermen have been tak- 
en into confidence of Southern asso- 
ciation directors only when it served 
their interests. We believe the gen- 
eral public should be a partner in 
baseball with directors as long as the 
success of .their interests are not 
jeopardized. 

We can more intelligently write 
what occurs at Southern league meet- 
ings if we are allowed to get first 
hand information. We desire that 
a copy of this resolution be entered 
into the minutes of this meeting and 
sent to President Martin and direc- 
tors of the Southern league.

Georgians Protected From Fumes 


Of Sulphur by U. S. Court Bond 


Persons living in Georgia, just 
across the state line from the Ten- 
nessee Copper Company and the Duck- 
town Srilphur, Copper and Iron Com- 
pany, are protected from future dam- 
age to their property or health by a 
heavy bond filed in the United States 
supreme court by the defendants in 
the oldest case on the supreme court 
ticket, Assistant Attorney General T. 
R. Gress, of Georgia, said Thursday. 

In commenting on news dispatches 
from Washington stating that the 
case, filed in 1905, is resting com- 
fortably with no indication that ‘it 
will lose its ranking soon, Mr. Gress 
said that the matter was revived more 
than a year ago.when the bond was 
continued indefinitely, pending the 
possibility of future damage claims. 

The case was practically settled 
long ago, but is maintained in its 
present place as a precautionary meas- 
ure, so, in the event of trouble again, 
the. court will be in a position to 
bring a legal night-stick into play 
quickly. 


Built at Isabelle, Tenn., in the 
late nineties, the copper and sulphur 
plants at first roasted the ore in the 
open air between Imyers of wood he- 
fore it was put into smelters. When 
the wind blew toward nearby Geor- 
gia, the few farmers in that sparsely 
settled section coughed, sneezed and 
used strong language. Use of wood 
was abandoned,. but sulphur fumes 
continued to pour from chimney 
stacks, and complaints were made 
that the fumes killed cabbage and 
other truck crops and ill affected ‘per- 
sons who breathed the fouled air. 

On a suit brought by Georgia, the 
supreme court decided in 1907 that 
the companies were committing a 
public nuisance, but the decree was 
postponed to allow changes in produc- 
tion methods, which eliminated much 
of the sulphur from the smoke. Fre- 
quent complaints were heard, but 
after a number of years a satisfac- 
tory compromise was worked out, and 
the case has been “in status quo” 
since.

Today’s .report recommended . that 
eight stations in the ‘five zones” be 
permitted to increase their power to 
00,000 watts and that 11 statians be 
permitted to increase their power on 
clear channels to 25,000 watts.

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Washington. Millionaire Is 
- Given 10 Days:To An- 
swer Order. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—()—A 
restraining order temporarily enjoin- 
ing Edward B. McLean, millionaire 
publisher and sportsman, from prose- 
cuting a divorce action in a Mexican 
court was issned late today inthe 
District of Columbia supreme court. 

Only a month ago the court ordered 
McLean to pay his wife, Evelyn 
Walsh MeLean, $7,500. a: month for 
the separate maintenance of herself 
and their three children. Mrs: Me- 
Lean had asked $10,000 a month. 

Word that McLean, who publishes 
the Washington Post; and is part 
owner of the Cincinnati Enquirer, had 
filed divorce proceedings at Cuerna- 
vaca, Mexico, came somewhat as a 
surprise in the capital. 

The Mexican suit. was filed Feb- 
ruary 4, and was based principally 
upon “incompatibility of character.” 
Mrs. McLean was served with the 
Mexican complaint on February 11, 
at Palm Beach. 

The district supreme court had 
closed for the day when Justice Jesse 
C. Adkins handed down the tempo- 
rary restraining order against the 
publisher. The business was trans- 
acted in the court chambers. 

It was claimed by attorneys for 
Mrs. McLean that sinee her. husband 
had signed the previous decree of the 
eourt he. placed himself in its juris- 
diction. 

He will be given 10 days to show 
why he should not be restrained. from 
proceeding. with his Mexican action. 

In the suit filed against the pub- 
lisher last November, Mrs. McLean 
told ‘the court her husband “bas had 
an income ranging as high as $1,000.- 
000 a year.” but had refused to ‘main- 
tain her and their three children. In 
addition to the $7,500 monthly, the 
court ordered set aside $65.000 to take 
eare of possible deficiencies in pay- 
ments.
